:earlier this year had proposed a 
resolution to _ study by-law 
revisions.。 That resolution ”was 
adopted by the board of directors. 
Chin said at last week's meeting 
that the by-laws of any organi- 
zation would need revision after 
remaining _ unchanged for 50 
vears. The Six Companies，whose 
byv-laws have remained the same 
since they were adopted in 1930， 
was no exception, he said 
Members of Chin's own asso- 
ciation argued strenuously against

him. A director representing Ning 
Yung introduced the resolution to 
end any consideration of by-laws

Many inside the Chinese Six Companies Were 
understandably shocked and discouraged by their 
organization s _ rejection of a revision. of its by- 
]aws. These people had risked ostracism andq severe 
criticism by other members of the organization by 
advocating change from within the organization and 
then taking their case to the public. Their efforts 
were defeated by a faction that seemed bent on 
concentrating power within the organization in its 
Own hands. 


The result of this faction's successful show of Power 
is that the Six Companies will continue to grow more 
isolated from the Chinese community. The organiza- 
tion restricts its membership to Chinese Americans 
位 om Cuangdong，but many Chinese are_ coming 


from other parts of China, includqing Hong Kong and 


Taiwan,， and from  ， Vietnam. TIhese ”Chinese 
Americans have no place in the Six Companies under 
the present rules. 


Proponents :of revision of the Sixz Companies 
by-laws wanted to expand the organization:s 
membership to _ take into _ account the changing 
composition of the Chinese community. Those 
outside the community have long observed that it has 
suffered pojlitically because of its lack of unity: A Six 
Companies with a larger membership would have 
been a Proper first step toward resolving some of the 
differences within the community.

“US Refugee Rescue Operation 
Continues Despite Hanois Protest 


HONG KONGC The US 
Navy's rescue operation for Indo- 
chinese refugees continued this 
week despite protests by the 
Vietnamese government. 

The Vietnamese government 
demanded ]ast week that the 
US call off efforts by the Seventh 
Fleet to rescue Vietnamese 
refugees, saying that the American 
operation was a “show of force” 
and that 让 encouraged more 
”illegal departures” from Viet- 
nammn. 


The US government rejected the 


Vietnamese demand，saying that 
thenavys "humanitarian mission” 
would continue, 
RESCUE 

.Last weekend the Seventh 
Fleets task force of five ships 
began a sweep of the South China 
Sea，after picking up 21 refugees 
aboardq a 20-foot boat about 60 
miles off the coast of Malaysia. 
The refugees said they were at sea 
for nine days and robbed of their 
valuables by Thai pirates. 

The latest rescue brought the 
total number of refugees picked 
up by the navy to 115. Refugees 
who had been picked up earlier 
Said that they left Vietnam because 
they had heard Voice of America 
and BBC radio reports of Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carters instructions 
to the Seventh Fleet, That seemed 
to Substantiate the Vietnamese 
governments contention that the 
Tescue Operation incited people to 
leave Vietnam . 

But up through Sundavy，no 
more Tescues had been made by 
the Seventh Fleet… Rear Admiral 
了 上 rnest 卫 . Tissot，who is in charge 
of the refugees rescue force， said 
tbat the number of persons fleeing 
Vietnam by boat has dropped 
drastically，Refugees earlier this 


year had been fleeing at a rate of 


more than 50,000 a month:， Tissot 
Said that his force would continue 
to Search for refugees as it heads 
northeast toward the Philippines 
and Hong Kong.

It had been feared that at least 
400 Indochinese refugees who had 
been turned away from Macao 
had drowned at sea last - week 
when a typhoon whipped the 


South China Sea with 150 mph 


winds. 

Hong Kong authorities said that 
478 refugees who had been turned 
away from Macao had arrived 
safely in Hong Kong befere the 
storm struck，and that they were 
probably the ones that had been 
believed lost. The authorities said， 
however, that there was no way of 
knowing whether any more 
refugee boats were adrift in the 
South China Sea at the time of the 
Storm ， 

Hong Kong officials -saiq that 
the composition of refugees fleeing 
Vietnam “has changed. Since 
April，they said，as many north- 
efners as Southerners have reached 
Hong Kong by boat. The refugee 


population hadq previously been 
overwhelmingly _ southern， they 
Said， 

NORTHERN 

Moreover, the northerners who 
flee are_ no longer mostly ethnic 
Chinese expelled by Hanoi，the 
officials said，About half of them 
are pure Vietnamese who left to 
Seek a new life elsewhere. 

One of them，Mai Xuan Ba, said 
that he jleft Hanoi because of 
government repression and be- 
cause economic problems were 
causing widespread suffering，He 
said people in Hanoi blame the 
goverInment for permitting rice 
needed at home to be sent to 
Vietnam s new allies in Laos and 
Cambodia, In addition，he said， 
the government police frequently 
inspects the homes of suspected 
dissidents for hidden weapons. 
There are frequent arrests，and 
many people disappear into“hos- 
pitals”from which they do not 
return . 

Mai emphasized .that the gov- 
ernment is not pressing people like 
hinm to leave the country, only the 
ethnic Chinese. 

STORIES 

Two other northerners 一 both 
ethnic Chinese 一 told their stories 
to a delegation of nine American 
congressmen who visited their 
camp as the first stop of a Six-dqay 
fact-finding mission in Southeast 
Asia， The delegation visited four 
nations, ending their trip in Hanoi 
this week. 

The two refugees said they had 
been forced to leave under threat 
of .being sent to “new economic 
Zones.” 

Rep. Robert FE.， Drinan (D- 
Mass.) responded by saying, “It's 
the new gulag，thats what it is.”
